solders and sailor*, accuse the Red 
( ’rosa of flagrant i nproprieties in the 
distribution of sweaters provided for 
men in the service. 
There are many 
versions of the canard with varying 
details, but the throe principal ‘‘plots*’ 
evolve around the woman who found 
a Red Gross employee wearing the 
sweater she knitted for her son in 
France, the one 
whose Red Gross 
sweater was found on sale In a store 
mnd, thirdly, the 
alleged 
gale 
of 
sweaters by the Red Gross to soldiers 
and sailors. 


In addition to denying the stories 
which were first spread alt over the 
country lost summer the Red CrosR 
has taken steps to investigate the 
matter. 
Many of the workers are con­ 
vinced that enemy propaganda is re­ 
sponsible for the canards as indicated 
by the sudden appearance of the false­ 
hoods In remote sections. 
Once under 
way the stories travelled rapidly and 
many well meaning Americans have 
doubtless assisted the propaganda by 
unwitting repetition of the untruths. 
Frequently, the Investigations showed, 
narratives have been embellished as 
they werit 
along Until a plausible 
version was built, but the inquiries by 
the Red Cross or others have always 
lost themselves in a haze of hearsay 
or have shown the reports to have 
come from irresponsible sources. 


Some versions of the canards are on 
their face impossible to those familiar 
with Red Gross customs. Fo r example 
there are stories of Identification of 
sweaters by coins or bills sewed In the 
pocket despite the fact that Red Cross 
sweaters do not have pockets. Fu r 
thermore the stories telling of the Red 


Gross’ agreement to 
deliver 
knit 
goods to an individual couldn’t very 
well be r ue in view of the general 
'practice that articles must be distri­ 
buted as the organization sees fit. If 
anvone ha? a sweater intended for an 
individual soldier or sailor that per­ 
son is advised to mail it. 


These points, entirely at variance 
with Red Cross customs, do not. how­ 
ever, prevent a wide circulation of the 
stories. 
One story told how a mother 
knitted a sweater for her boy over­ 
seas with a f 5 gold piece secreted In 


the yarn. 
After giving the garment 
to the Red Gross for individual deliv­ 
ery, according U) the story, tile mother 
waited for an acknowledgement front 
her son. Wh* n none was received sh# 
visiter! the Red Cross again and there 
so this version had it, found the sweat­ 
er on a woman attendant who said 
sh*- bought it from gttods unavailable 
for shipment.

five must include the discovery of the 
$5 gold piece as means of positive 
identification

Hon of this story told of three t i bills 
having been sewed under the left arm 
of the garment 


Doubtless every one by thin time 
has heard the tale of the woman who 
knitted a sweater for the Red Cross, 
placed her name In the pocket, and a 
few days later received word from 
a department store that her sweater 
hail been purchased with a number 
of other: 
from a m anufacturer” hr 
continued. 


“ She Is a curious person, this lady 
of the sweater. 
Never by any chance 
has she a name .and the 
p»*d at 
which she travels about Im really re 
markable. 
One day we hear of her 
in Houston, Texas, the next she Is 
in Cleveland, and she was rejw>rted 
as being in Troy, Ontario, Louisville, 
W averly, Norwich, and Utica As Mie 
moved from place to place her handi­ 
work Increased from one sweater to 
half a dozen pairs of sex ks. 


The “ Friend” Who Tells Tale. 


“ Every one begins the story ' friend 
of mine,” but when one politely In­ 
quires the nam e of the friend there is 
always the reply; ‘W ell, she is not 
really a friend of mine, but one of 
my friends knows her ’ 


One hates to spoil a perfectly good 
story, but truth w ill out. 
The Red 
Cross sweaters have no pockets. This 
disposes once for all of the ‘lady of th*- 
sweater,* but that the rumor is wide­ 
spread is quiff* evident by the num­ 
ber of letters and telegrams received 
daily at Red Cross headquarters 


“ W h ile those stories may tx* repeat­ 
ed more as idle gossip than any mali 
clous Intent, nevertheless each person 
who passes it along unconsciously dis 
plays an unfriendly spirit to an organ-, 


izatinn that is doing everything in Its 
power to contribute to the welfare and 
comfort of men serving in the army 
ami navy.
